Whether this particular superstition was learnt from-the Persians tarough the 
migration from Judiea which took place after the destruction of the Second 
Temple, or whether it reached the Jew from other sources is uncertain. From 
whatever source it may have come, it was well-known to many of the Talmudic 
doctors, and seems to have been credited by some of them. R. Jochanan, on 
being warned by a certain person to be on his guard against the “ evil eye,” 
exclaimed, ‘“I.am one of the descendants of Joseph, whom the ‘evil eye’ has 
no power to harm.” One explanation given by the Talmud of this reply is that 


| Jacob, in. blessing Ephraim and Manasseh, declared that they should “ multiply 


abundantly in the midst of the earth as the fish of the sea”; and, according to 
a belief current among the Rabbins, fish are exempt from the sway of the “ evil 


eye.” Thus it is that the Talmud says that when a man enters a town and is 


afraid of the “ evil eye,’ he should hold his right thumb with his left hand and 
his left thumb with his right hand, and crys “TA, son of B, belong to the 
descendants of Joseph, whom the ‘evil eye’ cannot hurt.” It is said that 
this charm without, of course, the accompanying exclamation, is still in use 
among the Italians. The belief that Jews could not be injured by the “ evil 
eye” is akin to the notion, which also finds a place in the Talmud, that Jews 
were not subject to planetary influences—a notion of considerable significance in 
an age when astrology was still an unexploded science.

This humble Jew had carried - 
on a small retail business near the palace of Albulkasim, the vizier, Possessing 
‘scholarly attainments, Samuel was employed by the vizier’ s housekeeper to keep 
her accounts. This brought him under the notice of Albulkasim himself, who 


appointed the Jew his secretary. The vizier was not slow to discern Samuel’ 

shrewd intelligence, and uniformly availed himself of his secretary's advice jn. 
matters of state. When this prime minister died, Ibn Nagréla succeeded him, 

and while Habus ruled in name , the Jewish premier, in effect, administered the 
government. King Habus died. leaving two sons, Dadis, the el ler, and Balkin, 
the younger, but without disposing of his crown to either of them. At once 
two parties declared themselves, the one for Badis and the other for Balkin, 
Samuel Ibn Nagi ¢la espoused the cause of the sider son, and what renders thig 
event specially interesting to us at the present time is the consideration that 
some of the Jews did not feel themselves bound to follow in the political 
leading strings of the greatest Jewin the country, but prominently supported 
Balkin. The names of three Jews who took this side are recorde!. They are 
Joseph Ibn Migasch (the elder), Isaac ben Leon, and Nehemiah Asc :kafa. Not 
that Samuel Ibn Nagréla was not popular among the Jews, or was not a 
representative of orthodox Judaism in every sense. The valuable privileges he 
obtained for his peop!c would in themselves have been au ffi ient to make him 
generally beloved by them. But he had other and equally strong ci laims upon 
their esteem. He was a benevolent and orthodox rabbi and a profound 
Hebrew author.

principality of Roumania, without distinction of regions confer SION. Tie 


Powers, in insisting ou the introduction of alegal system based on the principles 


accepted by the generality of medern nations, could not have had ie idea of 


emigrants from netghbouring countries, and really belonging by a band of filta- 
tion or dependences to a foreign but they jastly demanded that the 
indigenous domiciled for’ penerations co the Rontmanian soil and 
exenipt from all feretga protection, should be assimilated by the law of their
